AREA. 


There  was  no  change  in  the  district  during  the  year,  the  area  is 
41,114  acres. 

The  District  encircles  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Walton-le-Dale  U.D.,  Leyland  U.D.,  and  Preston  R.D.,  on  the 
South  by  Wigan  R.D.,  Standi sh  U.D.,  Adliagton  U.D.,  and  Horwich  U.D.,  on  the 
West  by  West  Lancashire  R.D.,  and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R.D.,  Withnell  U.D., 
and  Turton  U.D . , 

The  District  is  varied  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable 
industry,  most  parts  of  the  District  are  rural. 

Agriculture  predominates  in  the  area  which  has  its  share  of  rich  agricultural 
land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  mining,  the 
Royal  Ordnance  factory  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on  its  own,  brickmaking 
is  carried  on  in  several  unrishes,  and  the  old  craft  of  basket  making  is  still 
carried  on  in  Mawdesley.  There  are  in  addition  vast  industries  in  some  of  the 
adjoining  areas  which  provide  work  for  residents  of  the  District. 

For  many  years  there  have  been  32  schools  in  the  District.  This  year  the 
number  was  increased  to  33  when  the  new  Secondary  Modern  Bishop  Rawsthorne 
School  in  Croston  came  into  use.  The  Official  Opening  of  the  School,  a very 
impressive  ceremony  took  place  on  September  17th.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 


Infectious  cases  from  this  area  are  now  sent  to  Deepdale  Isolation 
Hospital,  Freston. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  is  comparatively  few. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  cases  notified  during  the  year  was 
155 > the  second  lowest  figure  for  many  years. 

There  were  5 new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  pulmonary,  against  10 
pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary  last  year . 

There  were  only  2 cases  of  acute  pneumonia,  compared  with  8 cases 
in  1959. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Whilst  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  District,  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  (clostridium  Welchii)  amongst  a party 
who  all  partook  of  a meal  at  a catering  establishment  in  the  District  and 
about  which  a special  report  was  made  to  the  Ministry. 

In  addition  to  this,  and  at  the  same  time  there  were  four  people 
reported  sick  at  the  R.O.F.,  at  Euxton,  with  symptoms  pointing  to  possible 
food  poisoning,  investigations  and  reports  on  specimens  submitted  for 
examination  were,  however,  negative. 

Infective  Jaundice 


In  common  with  several  adjoining  Districts  there  were  cases  of 
infective  jaundice,  eight  in  number,  the  cases  occured  at  Euxton,  Hoghton, 
Heath  Charnock,  Brindle  and  Charnock  Richard. 

Brucellosis  - Undulant  Fever. 


Whilst  Brucellosis  is  referred  to  later  in  this  report,  this  item 
relating  to  undulant  fever  is  appropriate  here. 

In  February  this  year  I sent  a circular  letter  to  all  doctors  practising 
in  this  area,  informing  them  that  quite  a number  of  samples  of  milk  from 
herds  in  the  District  had  been  found  to  contain  brucella  organisms,  which 
oould  give  rise  to  undulant  fever  in  humans,  asking  for  their  co-operation 
by  informing  me  of  confirmed  cases  found  in  practice.  This  disease  is  not 
notifiable  and  known  incidence  is  low  but  the  condition  is  difficult  to 
diagnose  and  may  be  more  prevalent  in  mild  form  than  is  realised. 

At  the  same  time  I gave  information  on  exclusion  in  the  case  of  sonne 
dysentery. 

In  November  Medical  Practitioners  were  also  informed  of  the  new 
Infectious  Diseases  Amendment  Regulations  which  added  Anthrax  to  the 
diseases  which  are  notifiable  under  the  Public  Health  Infectious  Diseases 
Regulations  1953* 

Disinfection  cf  Premises. 

Terminal  disinfection  is  still  carried  out , and  during  the  year  44 
oremises  were  disinfected.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  in  the  past  inspected  the  County  Districts, 
and  from  time  to  time  carries  out  a reinspection  of  each  District.  A reinspection 
of  this  District  was  commenced  in  i960. 

The  previous  reinspection  was  carried  out  in  1939* 

The  original  inspection  was  performed  in  1915* 

WATER  SUPPLY . 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  through  its 
mains  is  obtained  from  Manchester  Corporation,  the  aqueduct  from  Thirlmere  to 
Manchester  passes  through  the  District. 

This  water  is  supplied  to  nineteen  of  the  twenty  parishes  which  form  the 
Rural  District,  Rivington,  the  other  parish,  is  supplied  from  Liverpool  Corporation 
Catchment  Area  of  which  the  parish  forms  a large  part.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  did  not  relate  to  separate  premises.  They  led  to 
one  house  being  provided  with  a supply  from  the  mains.  In  the  other  cases  there 
was  no  mains  supply  available  within  a reasonable  distance.  The  results,  however, 
received  a lot  of  consideration  and  the  best  method  of  improving  and  rendering 
safe  these  supplies  is  being  gone  into,  even  the  possibility  of  main  extension 
to  deal  with  some  properties. 

Chlorination  of  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Council  continued 

throughout  the  year . 

u?<VER.>G£  . 

I have  reported  in  the  past  that  sewerage  schemes  affecting  ten  parishes  in 
which  threequarters  of  the  population  live  have  been  completed  since  the  war, 
and  that  the  Council  has  turned  to  smaller  parishes  and  small  parts  of  larger 
parishes. 

It  was  pleasing  in  1°60  to  me  t a Ministry  Inspector  with  regard  to  the 
preposed  sewer  extension  in  underton  and  Heath  Charnock . 

This  scheme  has  since  been  approved  and  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out. 

In  Coppull  a scheme  for  extending  sewers  and  improving  others  has  also  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry. 

Work  also  proceeded  in  relation  to  schemes  for  part  of  Cl  yton-le-Woods, 

Bnnrile,  Mawdesley  and  Bretherton. 

Continuity  in  this  class  of  work  means  improvement  of  the  District  and  adds 
to  the  number  of  homes  where  decent  amenities  can  be  provided. 


SAFI T ARY  AC  COMMODAT ION  . 


There  are  still  a large  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  other  than  water 
cl  sots,  in  the  District.  The  number  was  of  course  reduced  during  the  year  as 
4.h>:  t'-rle  on  page  11  shows.  In  addition  to  closets  converted  the  houses 
which  wc-r  - douolished,  closed,  or  become  subject  to  undertakings,  all  had 
pail  closets  or  privies  ~nd  the  number  was  reduced  by  a further  38  as  a result 
of  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Act.

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SCAVENGING. 


Collection. 

The  District  is  scavenged  by  direct  labour. 

Pail  closets  are  collected  and  emptied  by  means  of  a cesspool  emptier 
vehicle  adapted  for  the  collection  of  ni.  ht-soil,  this  vehicle  is  well 
suited  for  the  work  and  allows  safe  transport  of  collected  night-soil.  The 
use  f this  special  vehicle  has  allowed  the  collection  of  night-soil  to  be 
sep 'rated  from  the  collecting  of  dry  refuse. 

There  are  five  barrier  Bantams  and  an  S & D fore  and  aft  tipper  engaged 
on  this  work,  a sixth  barrier  Bantam  is  used  as  a spare  vehicle. 

Disposal . 

After  collection  pail  - lrset  contents  are  disposed  of  chiefly  by  tinping 
into  sewers,  logooning  which  w^s  the  common  oractice  once  uron  a time  has 
almost  been  replaced  by  dispos-'l  in  sewers.  Emptying  into  sewers  is  not, 
however,  without  its  problems,  particularly  during  the  summer  when  there  is 
no  rr. in,  and  no  resultant  flushing,  for  long  periods  . 

Privy  midden  contents  are  disposed  of  on  land  or  on  the  tap  layer  of 
one  of  the  refuse  tips  in  use. 

Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  size  of  the  Area  makes 
centralised  tipping  impossible  and  control  of  the  tips  very  difficult.  The 
number  of  tips  has  been  reduced  and  during  the  year  we 'gain  used  only  three 
main  tips. 

Tipping  on  a site  in  Coppull  will  ultimately  add  half  an  acre  of  ground 
to  th  farm  and  will  facilitate  the  working  on  land  around  it. 

The  submerge1  clay  pit  at  Croston  was  not  offensive  during  the  year. 

The  water  area  is  now  comparatively  small  and.  no  now  refuse  was  allowed  to 
come  into  contact  with  the  water,  ft  is  hoped  that  the  final  filling  of  the 
actual  s’ ■•ace  occupied,  by  water  will  be  done  by  pushing  accumulated  refuse 
int  the  depression  after  it  has  been  pumped  dry,  at  the  appropriate  time, 

SALVAGE. 


Again  a small  quantity  of  salvage  was  collected  and  disposed  of  during 
the  year,  primarily  to  keep  the  paper  off  the  tips. 

DUSTBINS  . 

There  is  no  municipal  bin  scheme  in  operation  in  the  District,  and 
whil:  t nT:  r occupiers  provide  their  own  bins,  and  the  majority  of  tenants 
'n  c rs  ’•■r  vide  bins  by  arrangement,  it  is  still  necessary  to  use  Section 
75  'f  ‘he  Public  Health  Act  to  get  bins  provided  in  other  cases. 

During  the  year  1 Notice  under  Section  75  was  served.

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FOOD. 


Slaughterhouses . 

The  bacon  factory  opened  in  1951  operated  throughout  the  year,  the  output  is 
shown  in  the  table.

In  April,  1956,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order, 

1956,  cane  into  force,  and  s^  far  ns  this  District  is  concerned  it  became 
accessory  for  retailers  to  sell  only  designated  milk  5 designated  milk  comprises s- 
"luberculin  Tested" , "Pasteurised"  and  "Sterilised".

mcellosis  . 

The  result  of  samples  of  milk  sent  in  for  routine  examination  being  also 
examined  for  brucellosis,  confirmed  that  brucellosis  in  cattle  in  this  locality 
was  comparatively  common. 

During  i960  we  had  9 farms  reported  to  us  as  having  animals  in  the  herd 
which  were  excretirg  brucella  abortus,  the  organism  capable  of  producing 
Undulont  Fever  in  humans.  Heat  treatment  of  the  milk  destroys  this  organism, 
s there  is  no  danger  from  heat  treated  milk.  Ordinary  milk  is  no  longer 
retailed  in  its  raw  state  so  th-'t  the  affected  milk  can  only  be  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  sold  in  its  raw  state.  As  a res’  It  of  the  information  the  affected 
farms  wer.  visited  on  numerous  occasions  and  in  all  179  individual  specimens  of 
milk  'were  collected  for  examination,  25  animals  were  found  to  be  excreting  the 
organism  on'  these  were  dealt  with  as  followss-  1 was  slaughtered,  11  were 
disposed  'f  by  the  farmers  and  milk  from  the  others  was  Pasteurised. 

In  'lay  this  year  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  Division,  together 
with  myself  in  my  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  met  Dr. 
Rbortson,  Pathologist  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston,  to  hoar  him 

spook  on  the  subject  of  Brucellosis  and  later  to  discuss  the  matter 
with  a view  t getting  uniformity  of  action  throughout  the  Division. 

The  matter  is  a very  difficult  one  to  deal  with  satisfactorily  since  it  is 
ssible  fr  the  brucella  organism  to  be  excreted  intermittently. 

Later,  in  the  year  it  was  learned  that  the  Ministry  is  making  a survey  on  a 
rrr.b  r f f'-rms  thr  >ughout  the  country,  several  of  the  farms  being  in  this 

District  . 

A- pr^xinately  901  of  the  milk  in  the  Country  is  now  pasteurised  so  that  the 
numb' r at  risk  is  not  high,  the  peonle  who  are  at  risk  would  an  oar  to  be  those 
purchasing  raw  milk,  usually,  near  the  area  of  production. 

Pasteurisation  of  all  milk  w mid  eliminate  the  risk.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Last  year  I referred  in  my  report  to  complaints  arising  from  the  emission 
of  large  quantities  of  light  smoke  and  fumes  from  several  low  chimneys  situated 
on  the  site  of  a Ministry  of  Supply  Factory.  Representations  were  made  and  we 
were  promised  that  the  matter  would  be  gone  into  with  a view  to  overcoming  the 
troubl e . 

Similar  trouble  was  again  experienced  in  i960  and  another  approach  was 
made  to  the  management,  this  led  to  the  factory  being  visited  by  the  Chairman 
and  Council  representatives  for  the  parish  concerned  together  with  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself.  The  offending  chimneys  were  seen  and  we  were 
informed  that  the  problem  had  been  considered  from  every  angle,  and  that  the 
trouble  could  be  overcome  by  increasing  the  height  of  the  chimneys,  and  that  this 
had  been  agreed  to  in  principle  and  that  the  matter  would  be  attended  to  as  soon 
as  possible. 

In  all  39  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  ye°r. 

Co-oneration  with  National  Cool  Board  Officials  continued  regarding  the 
burning  spoil  bank  at  Ellerbeck  Colliery,  Welch  Whittle  Colliery  was  closed 
during  the  year .

C-tiRF  OF  THE  AGED 

Following  a survey  made  in  1958  a report  was  submitted  to  the  Council 

$ joint  scheme  with  the  County  Council  for  the  provision  of  special  housing 
accommodation  in  which  the  aped  could  be  cared  for  in  their  own  homes. 

Council  readily  agreed  this  and  it  was  decided  to  build  three  groups  of 
bungol  ws  for  this  purpose  tog-ether  with  accommodation  for  Wardens. 

Aork  commenced  in  1 959  on  the  first  group  at  Whittle-le-W00ds , and  in  i960 
sixteen  Lurvalows  were  ready  for  use. 

A warden  was  appointed  in  August  and  the  tenants  were  selected  from  a list 
previ  usly  approved  by  the  Count-  Council  as  suitable  for  the  Special  Accommodation. 

- ho  bungalows  were  occupied  in  October  and  November. 

In  November  there  was  an  Official  Opening-. 

Without  exception  all  the  occupants  are  very  pleased  with  the  accommodation 
an.  arc  v.r,  ho*  y , in  one  ~r  two  cases  the  happiness  and  peace  of  mind  which  is 
ergoyec  is  most  noticeable.
